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Section 102 (4) of the Saticnal Security Act of 1£4? acts 
forth the duties of the Central Intelligence Agency and, inher- 
ently, provides authorisation for the conduct of logistics end 
other support activities necessary for the accccsplla^wct of such 
duties, Paragraphs 15, 16, «Od It, CIA Regulation! |( Change 2) 
sot forth the functions assigned to the Logistics Office and the 
ssior organisational structure authorised, This regulation pro- 
vides that, under -fee Deputy Director for Adninistration, the Chief 
of Logistics "...is responsible for the procurement, distribution, 
and countability of Agency equipment and supplies; for transpor- 
tation of personnel, e^pipoent, and supplies; for nesting real 
estate and construction needs; for the coordination and ccmpila- 
tton of forecasts of requirements for Agency logistical support; 
and for providing selected administrative services for the Agency.” 
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Bie Chief of Logistics provides the executive and administra- 
tive direction of the Logistics Office la the performance of 
assigned functions. Be is responsible for: the development and 
i^leaeetwbjUm of programs, policies and procedures for the logis- 
tical support of all Agency activities; the determination of 
facilities required to support vorld-wide operations and for 
securing them; the operation of domestic supply facilities; the 
review of the efficiency and effectiveness of technical logistics 
activities outside the tfeiited States; and the consolidation of 
strategic jveserve materiel retirements and their proper geographic 
distribution. 

Five staff el e gan ts have been established to assist the Chief 
of Logistic# in directing and controlling effectively all activities 
of the Logistic# Office and to exercise his te chnical co gnisan ce 
over logistics activities performed elsewhere in the Agency. Ar eas 
covered by these elements are: Wanning, Operations, Administration.
